According to C o u n t y Judge 
Arthur Rothe, an order designa­ 
ting Subdivision No. I o f t h e 
underground water reservoirs in 
the Carrizo-Wilcox Sands is soon 
to be filed in the Medina County 
Clerk’s office.

Zavala 
Maverick, Uvalde, Medina, Frio 
and LaSalle Counties. 
Judge Rothe pointed out that 
the area does not cover all of 
Medina County but only across 
the southern edge all the way 
across from east to west. Another

portion of the county, and so far, 
I no district claim s the central por- 
I tion of the county from cast to 
west. 
The Board of Water Engineers, 
m eeting Aug. 21, 1957, considered

McManus, the custom house of­ 
ficer at Eagle Pass, with the as­ 
sistance of Henry Bruhn, of San 
Antonio, the father-in-law of Otto 
Evert and Ed. Calm of said city. 


“ The Mexican custom house of 
ficers from Piedras Negras, with 
their families, all the best people 
from Eagle Pass, and the settle­ 
ments along the river were in at­ 
tendance. Those who rode horse­ 
back secured the animals to the 
buildings or surrounding trees 
and gave them no further atten­ 
tion after joining in the dancing 
or o t h e r pleasures of t h e oc­ 
casion. No apprehension of dan­ 
ger was entertained, and nothing 
occurred to mar the happiness of 
the evening that gave life to the 
old fort which caused it to re­ 
sound with joyous mirth until the 
early tints of dawn 
admonished 
the participants to close their 
revels. 


“ Those who first departed re­ 
turned hastily and caused a scene 
of excitement by announcing that 
all the horses had disappeared 
except a few that were tied to the 
gallery posts of the building. The 
evidence was c l e a r t h a t the 
revelers had b e e n m a d e the 
victims of an Indian raid, and the 
impudent enterprise was shrewd­ 
ly executed. The sluking savages 
only took advantage of the dis­ 
tracting incidents of the occasion, 
and without interrupting the fes- 
tivites quietly left them to return 
to their homes on foot. They were 
less merciful to two poor Mexi­ 
cans who left Eagle Pass that 
morning on an ox-cart with the in­ 
tention of hauling wood, who were 
killed by them below town. 
“ Such audacity was exasperat­ 
ing and Henry Bruhn immediate­ 
ly organized a party which start 
ed in pursuit of the Indians with 
a view to t h e i r chastisement. 
They were overtaken at El Gana­ 
do, near the river about eight 
miles above town, and a fight oc­ 
curred in which two Mexicans 
were killed before the Indians re­ 
treated.

al by Mr. Ohoim of New Braun­ 
fels I found myself in disagree­ 
ment with the general theme of 
the article concerning tho Little 
Rock 
segregation 
problem. 
By 
listing the points of disagreement, 
and attempting to match them 
with logical reasons for another 
|M)int of view, I wound up with al­ 
most an editorial of my own. 


With Mr. Oheim’s dislike of the 
President's m ilitary background 
thorc can be little argument, for 
it is an opinion. It is true that pre­ 
vious activities and training of a 
man in the office of President 
would influence his thinking and 
habits. Some of these influences 
may not be desirable in a chief 
executive. A man with a purely,' 
political 
background 
m ay 
well 
have acquired characteristics as 
undesirable as 
those 
generated 
by m ilitary service. At least one 
point in favor of the successful 
military man is the self-discipline 
required of those who command 
and enforce discipline. 
We 
are 
thus spared government adminis­ 
tered by petty rage. 


ITie President 
is directly 
re­ 
sponsible for the 
administration 
and enforcement of the law as en­ 
acted by the Congress and in­ 
terpreted by the Supreme Court. 
Whether the president is a man 
with a m ilitary background or a 
product 
of 
none-too-democratic 
political party machinery has no 
bearing on the order for troops to 
move into Little Rock. It was a 
civil order, 
resulting from the 
complete failure of the “ elected 
representatives” 
to 
uphold 
the 
law, or to maintain the personal 
safety of the people concerned. 


It would have been naive indeed 
to have expected the people ob­ 
structing the integration of the 
school to quietly walk away after 
picketing the school for a few 
days. 
Having 
successfully 
dis­ 
obeyed the law with no inter­ 
ference from the “ elected repre­ 
sentatives,” thus implying their 
approval, the group would 
have 
arrived at the inevitable destina­ 
tion of every mob — violence and 
murder. Some p e o p l e will be 
quick to point out that this is 
hypothetical. It might never have 
happened that way. I should like 
to ask if those people would have 
been willing to stand trial as ac­ 
complices for any c r i m e s the 
mob may have committed 
had 
the troops not been moved in. 
This was the type of “ insubordi­ 
nation" that any president* m ili­ 
tary or not, could not tolerate. 
The editorial contains another 
debatable statement. 
“ If 
Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower 
honestly 
feels 
that the Constitution of the United 
States is being endangered 
by 
mob rule in Little Rock, he is do­ 
ing right in calling out troops, 
but the final d e e i s i o n as to 
whether Eisenhower’s opinion is 
correct will rest with the people 
of the United States .....” 
The 
political implications of this inci­ 
dent will no doubt affect elections 
for years to come, and in this 
sense the statement is correct. 
But the outcome of mob violence. 
or even the possibility of mob 
violence, 
transcends 
the 
“ final 
decision” of the people of the 
United States. It becomes a mo­ 
ral question of right and wrong, 
and the responsibility for this de­ 
cision 
must come from higher 
authority than either the presi­ 
dent or the people. One of the 
weaknesses 
of 
the 
democratic 
form of government is the as­ 
sumption of righteousness by the 
majority. 
The f u r t h e r statements are 
made: 
no matter how desir­ 
able something may seem it is 
not worth destroying our pattern 
of life to force it upon people who 
are not ready for it.” And, "It 
would be a horrible world if you 
and I had the right to force our 
notions on 
everybody 
and 
they 
had the same right to force their 
notions on us." These statements 
must apply only to white people 
since it is hardly reasonable to 
assume 
that 
the Negro people 
have 
adopted 
the 
second cl as 
citizen role by choice The rights 
of a human being, a citizen of the 
United States, 
as described 
b' 
the Constitution and 
its amend 
ments, the l a w s 
guaranteeing 


those rights in the courts, in in­ 
dustry, in the Armed Services — 
no discussion of these is evident 
in the editorial. 
I n s t e a d 
the 
question of integration of sehools, 
which is based upon the premise 
of equal educational rights for all. 
is thrown into a hodge-podge of 
personal preference items. Since 
Mr. Oheim did not state his posi­ 
tion either for or 
against 
vege 
(arianism or nudism, I will not at­ 
tempt to debate these 
subjects. 


One other quotation is worthy 
of note. "People in 
Little 
Rock 
that have been b e a t i n g 
up| 
Negroes have broken the law and : 
should be punished — by Little; 
Rock courts and by their fellow ; 
citizens.” Having seen published; 
pictures of the frenzied efforts of. 
the 
Little 
Rock police to stop 
these beatings, I should like to 
add the following to the foregoing 
quote: FA T C H AN C E. 


If it were necessary to protect 
the colored students and disperse 
a mob, as I believe, what group ; 
of men was available to the presi- j 
dent to do the protecting? Fortu­ 
nately, we have no SSS, O G PU , ] 
secret p o l i c e or other groups 
which have proved so adept at 
dispersing people. 
In 
Texas 
a 
couple of 
Rangers 
could 
have 
handled the job. But a Ranger is 
a w a l k i n g svmbol of a lot of 
things Texans hold dear, 
and it 
would take a very foolhardy man 
who would risk slapping the state i 
in the face. Ile might also get 
shot. An American G I was the 
best man the president had. The, 
people with whom he had to deal j 
knew his uniform, they knew why 
he was there, they knew he bore 
them 
no personal 
enmity, 
and 
they 
also knew that his com­ 
manding officer would see to it 
that any personal feelings he had 
on the subject would be kept to 
himself 
Most 
important, 
they 
knew what his orders were and 
how to avoid getting into trouble 
with him. I don’t know if the in­ 
struction 
was 
given, 
but 
most 
any ox-GI would know that is is 
most unwise to try to disarm a 
paratrooper. 


Basically, the right of anyone 
to his personal opinion 
is not 
questioned. If a 
man does 
not 
like the Negro race, does not 
want to associate with them, it is 
his business. If he feels no re-1 
morse in maintaining 
a 
system 
that is designed to defeat th e , 
rights of equal opportunity, that. 
too, is his business. But to attack 
the process of law enforcem ent,! 
the use of force on people who 
maintain the s u p e r i o r 
race 
standard by rn e a n s 
of 
force, 
either direct or indirect, is hy­ 
pocrisy. I believe that it is a 
dangerous course to follow. If one 
man may be d e p r i v e d of his 
rights for one reason, 
another 
man may be d e p r i v e d of his 
rights for another reason. 
It 
is 
said that the laws are confusing, 
hut has not the intent been clear 
to those who were not trying to 
find a way around them. 


Many t y p e s or 
government 
have been invented since man be­ 
came a social creature. All have 
exhibited weaknesses. Our form 
is as yet too young for history to 
have adjudged it an 
unqualified 
success. It is entirely dependent 
upon the consideration one in­ 
dividual 
has for the rights of 
others. This requires that 
much 
disliked 
commodity, 
self-disci­ 
pline. I do not recall the author of 
the statement, but it has been 
said that one who cannot disci­ 
pline himself will 
find 
someone 
who will take over the job for 
him. It may be as applicable to 
nations as to individuals.

Tile bass 
abound there. They are infuriated 
by the noise of a topwater lure. 
I had spectacular success with 
one lure that had a spinner aft. 
The sound it made was like a 
school of minnows in flight. 
One thing we noticed was that 
a hooked fish was nearly always 
followed to the boat by one or two 
of his fellows. When I hooked one. 
my partner cast to the same spot 
to try for the other fish. I did the 
same when he had a fish on 
Sometimes this strategy paid off 
It was a great day and a great 
place for bass fishing. The wea­ 
ther was cool enough, except just 
in the middle of the day. We drift 
cd around, among the old mossy 
trees, c a s t i n g into the shade 
where bass were hiding. Very 
often, after a twitch of tho lure, a 
bass hit. Before the end of the 
day, we had our limit of blacks. 
That kind of fishing is rare, but 
there will be more of it during the 
coming months, as this year’s 
fine crop of young bass reaches 
maturity. 
If you hanker for bass, plan to 
be in your best fishing spot dur 
ing February and March.

The big whooping cranes arc in 
process of moving from their 
breeding grounds in Canada to 
their winter home.

Whoopers move along by easy 
stages. Usually they begin arriv 
mg at their Texas refuge about 
the middle of October or later.
